Approval of the minutes of the meeting of May 23rd, 1978 


(Walters, Reznicek), "that Council approve and adopt the minutes 
of the meeting of May 23, 1978."

Chairman's Remarks 


The Chairman noted that work on the new building was continuing as 
scheduled and that the date it was due for completion still remained 
the end of March, 1979. 

He noted that the enrolment figures for the University had increased. 
However, he did not have a breakdown as to the nature of the increase. 
For instance where the increase was felt regarding the types of 
students; age groupings; students from other faculties, etc. He 
explained that once again this year upper year students had returned. 
How many Ist year students in relation to 2nd year and 3rd year 
students was still being looked into. 

With respect to the budget, he noted that adjustments were expected 
within a month or so which would, hopefully, be based on the latest 
enrolment figures.

Curriculum Report 


Report #14 Addendum 1 - Photography 

At the May 26th meeting of the Senate, the Minor in Photography 

was approved with the understanding that the entrance requirements 
would be considered by Senate. The Faculty of Fine Arts has 

decided to remove the original restriction which stipulated that 

the Photography Minor must be combined with a second Minor from the 
Faculty's, Visual Arts Division. Thus the Minor in Photography will 
be available to Faculty of Fine Arts students, as well as to students 
from other faculties. However since we anticipate that the number 
of applicants for this programme will greatly exceed the number of 
places available, the submission of a portfolio will be an entrance 
requirement in order to permit the selection of the most qualified 
students. 2 eho 
Note: A change to the Minor in Animation equivalent to this change 
in the Minor in Photography is being made to allow students outside 
of Visual Arts to enroll in the Animation Minor. 


- Music 
Change of programme title: The present Major in Music is being 
renamed as follows; 
"Major in Integrative Music Studies" 


Change in Music Education C300 
This 6 credit course is being replaced by 2 equivalent 3 credit 
courses, Music in Education C301 and C302, in order to fit into 
revised Department of Education degree requirements. 


- Minor in Archeology 


Minor revisions include an adjustment in the range of courses 
included in final 12 credit requirements for this minor. 


Certificate in Elementary Art Education 


Acting Assistant Dean Locke presented Council with a proposal for 
a new programme designed for elementary classroom teachers entitled, 
"Certificate in Art Education For Teachers (Elementary School Level)". 


*Motion: 
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(Locke, Reznicek), "that Council move the adoption of the 
programme "Certificate in Art Education for Teachers 

Elementary School Level" and the acceptance of the minor changes 
as submitted today in Revised Document #14, Addendum 1." 


Vote: Carried 


Report: Student Request Committee, 1977-78 


Associate Dean Cooke presented Council with the Student Request 
Committee Report for 1977-78 which outlined and type and total 
number of requestsmade to that committee during the past academic 
year. 


Membership Fine Arts Curriculum Committee for 1978-79 


(Kelly, Reznicek) "that the Visual Arts representative's term on the 
Faculty Curriculum Committee, Assistant Professor M. Dewes, be 
renewed for another two years." 


Vote: Carried 


(Reznicek, Walters) "that Assistant Professor Allan Crossman be 
seated on the Faculty Curriculum Committee for another two year term." 


Vote: Carried 


Mr. Dominic Hardy, the Fine Arts Students representative on Council 
for 1978-79 was asked to arrange for student nominations to sit on 
Curriculum Committee for this academic year. These names to be 
submitted to Council for their approval at the next Council meeting. 


(Locke, Kelly) "that Council approve the nomination of Assistant 
Professor Peter Svatek as the Cinema representative on Faculty Council 
for a one-year term to begin immediately." 


Vote: Carried 


The Chairman noted, for the information of Council members, 

that since he was now the Acting Director of the Division of 
Performing Arts, that seat on Faculty Council was now open. 

He raised the question as to whether nominations should be called 
at the next meeting of Council for that position on Council. 


1.6 Departmental Status 


The question of departmental status within the Faculty of 
Fine Arts was raised by the Chairman. He explained that this 
was a matter which affected every member of the faculty in terms 
of the manner in which business was conducted within the faculty. 
He felt that everyone in the faculty should have the opportunity 
to discuss the matter. He therefore asked Council to call a 
general meeting in order to discuss what changes were required; 
what other systems were available; and to discuss whether the faculty 
was interested or not in departmental status. He hoped that such 
a meeting would elicit other ideas from the faculty at large. 


*Motion (Walters, Reznicek), "that faculty and students in the Faculty of 
Fine Arts be invited to an open meeting to discuss the present 
structure of the Faculty of Fine Arts and any possible alterations 
proposable at this time." 


Vote: Carried 


1.7 Other Business 


Mrs. R. Miller explained to Council that last year there had been 
a great deal of difficulty finding someone to sit as the part-time 
representative on Faculty Council. She asked Council if it would 
agree to the nomination of an alternate to act as a back-up 
representative. 


*Motion (Miller, Walters), “propose that Council make provision for the 
election of an alternate part-time representative to Council with 
voting rights." 


Vote: Carried

Mrs. Miller also brought to the attention of Council the fact 
that, at the moment, part-time faculty are ineligible to take 

the faculty French courses which were available to all full-time 
faculty. She noted that in view of the Task Force on Language 
recommendations requiring a command of the French language as a 
requisite for future hiring, the Task Force should be made aware 
of this fact. . 


The Chairman explained that this question would be taken up and 
discussed again at future meeting of the Task Force on Language.
